SATURDAY sees the official 
launch of Sand well’s Safer 
6 campaign targeting crime 
and public safety over the 
coming six weeks. 

The launch takes place in 
Oldbury’s Civic Square, at 
12.30pm where the Mayor 
and representatives from 
police and participating 
agencies will be on hand. 

This year’s campaign will 
run from September 29 to 
November 9, helping keep 
the borough safe and clean 
as the nights draw in. 

At the launch members 
of the public will be able to 
meet firefighters and check 
out a fire engine - they will 
be doing a chip pan fire 
demonstration around 1pm 
and also giving road safety 
advice. People can chat 
with police officers and look 
inside a police car; there is 
safety advice and young¬ 
sters can have fun aboard 
Sandwell’s Youth Bus, 
which includes games and a 
DJ station. 

The council’s new CCTV 
‘camera car’ will be availa¬ 
ble to view, helping tackle il¬ 
legal parking outside school 
and there will be book art 
workshops, using old books, 
with environmental charity 
Litterwatch on the Eco Bus. 

Volunteers from Sandwell 
Crime Prevention Panel and 
Neighbourhood Watch will 
be on hand to give advice in 
the foyer of Sainsbury’s. 

City bridge 
repairs due 

A BRIDGE which forms 
part of a major route out of 
Birmingham city centre will 
be closed for several months 
for repairs. 

A closure was initially 
put in place on September 
12 after a vehicle struck 
the underside of the A5127 
Aston Bridge. 

But structural inspec¬ 
tions have revealed ‘signif¬ 
icant’ structural damage 
and the bridge is likely to 
remain closed for a number 
of months while engineers 
work. A signed diversion via 
Thomas Street is in place. 


ULTIMATUM ON 
HEALTH PLANS 


SANDWELL Council chiefs are wait¬ 
ing to hear from a developer behind 
plans for a long-awaited medical 
centre in Wednesbury after delivering 
an ultimatum - ‘build it or we will sell 
the site on’. 

They have issued the warning to NHS Eng¬ 
land about the proposals for a new Wednesbury 


Health Centre. 

The scheme for King 
Street in High Bullen was 
first mooted in 2009 and 
since then land has been set 
aside by the council as well 
as outline permission being 
granted. 

But a full planning ap¬ 
plication submitted for the 
centre was withdrawn in 
May amid doubt over fund¬ 
ing. 

Following the move, NHS 
England said it was still 
committed to the project 
and said new plans would 
be submitted. 

But this month, Sandwell 
Council provided the strong¬ 
est warning yet to the health 
body to move forward on the 
scheme, threatening to take 
away the land if there was 
no progression. 

In a report to a cabinet 
meeting last week, members 
of the asset management 
and land disposal cabinet 
committee said the NHS 
had appointed a ‘project 
management resource’ to 
move the plans forward. 

But chairman Mahboob 
Hussain said: “We have 
agreed that this has been 
going on for too long. 

“We set aside the site and 
we were assured the health 
centre would be built years 
ago, but we’re still waiting 
and we’ve got an empty site. 

“One month we get wind 
the plans are moving for¬ 
ward, then the next we hear 
nothing more.

“We’ve got to a stage 
where we don’t want to 
keep waiting on and have 
said if there is not progress 
within 12 months, the site 
will be disposed of on open 
market.” 

As well as selling the land 
off, the council has said it 
would seek full reimburse¬ 
ment of costs incurred. 

A spokesman for Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group 
said: “We are committed to 
building a health centre in 
Wednesbury. We are work¬ 
ing on plans at the moment 
in partnership with NHS 
England and will be liaising 
with the council in the near 
future regarding the site.” 

The new health centre is 
to provide new facilities for 
users of two GP surgeries 
in the town, Mailing Health 
and The Spires, which were 
due to be incorporated into a 
new building. 

Mailing Health closed 
last month, despite a peti¬ 
tion in protest, with more 
than 800 signatures. The 
closure meant around 
2,500 patients to relocate, 
with many adding pressure 
to the temporary services 
at The Spires. Earlier this 
month temporary consent 
was given to continue using 
the Spires Health Centre for 
another three years. 



Centre builds up an artistic welcome

A NEW decorative brick sculpture 
created by the community and a Mid¬ 
lands artist will welcome visitors to a 
community centre. 

Young people have been involved 
from the start of design work to cre¬ 
ate the brick entrance wall outside 
Brasshouse Community Centre, in 
Smethwick. And after weeks of hard 
work the finishing touches are being 
completed. 

Officials from the centre, in Brass- 
house Lane, were awarded £15,000 
from the Arts Council to create the 
sculpture. It spells out the word 
‘Brasshouse’ in ornate brickwork in a 


design conceived through discussions 
with artist and University of Wolver¬ 
hampton lecturer Gwen Heeney. 

Community centre members were 
helped by well-known Midlands brick 
manufacturer Ibstock which donated 
1,400 bricks for the project. 

Children, aged between five and 
19, who attend the centre, were able 
to make their own designs on bricks 
which were then sent made to the 
company to be fired. 

Many chose to make their own iden¬ 
tifying marks in the bricks which form 
part of the main structure of the out¬ 
side wall. Gwen was also given space at 


the Pump House Museum, near Brass- 
house Lane, to work on the structure 
for the Brasshouse Brick Sculpture 
Project. Bricks were transported from 
the museum to the community centre 
using a traditional barge, thanks to 
officials from the Canal and Rivers 
Trust. 

Sue Howarth, who is chief executive 
of the North Smethwick Development 
Trust, which runs the centre, said: “It 
has been a fantastic project. I have to 
thank everyone who has taken part. 

“I wanted to thank the young people 
for their creative ideas, Gwen Heeney 
for her fantastic work.” 


Cutdown 
on chiefs 
urged to 
save cash 

THE number of council 
bosses should be cut to try 
to prevent a £1.6 million 
budget black hole, it has 
been claimed. 

Sandwell Council has 
been left counting the cost 
after the High Court over¬ 
turned its policy of only 
giving council tax support 
to people who had lived in 
the borough for at least 
two years. And now it has 
warned that it will have to 
ask 7,000 low-earning and 
unemployed residents, who 
do not currently pay council 
tax, to fork out up to £120 
a year. 

The move will prevent 
the council losing out on 
£1.6m a year and having to 
cut services. The council is 
overwhelmingly controlled 
by Labour with 70 out of 72 
seats. The borough’s only 
UKIP councillor, Philip 
Garrett said it should take 
a leaf out of neighbouring 
Wolverhampton City Coun¬ 
cil’s book and cut senior 
management pay - despite 
Sandwell having already cut 
the number of officers by al¬ 
most half. 

Councillor Garrett, who 
represents Princes End, 
said: “According to last 
year’s accounts there are 14 
top earners who make up 
nearly £1.8 million in wages 
and pension contributions. 
This figure is extremely ex¬ 
cessive.”

Blues star 
releases 
new album 

BLACK Country blues 
star Joanne Shaw Taylor 
has had her third album 
released this week. The 
Dirty Truth was recorded in 
Memphis with producer Jim 
Gaines. 

The Wednesbury-born 
guitarist and singer made 
her debut at the old Robin 
R’n’B Club in Brierley Hill 
at the age of 15 and was 
discovered by Dave Stew¬ 
art of The Eurythmics. She 
is now based in Detroit but 
tours extensively in the UK 
and will be playing her new 
album when she visits Bir¬ 
mingham Town Hall on No¬ 
vember 15. 

The 27-year-old musician 
released her first album 
White Sugar in 2009. She 
won the female vocalist of 
the year in the 2010 British 
Blues Awards and in 2012 
played lead guitar in Annie 
Lennox’s band at the Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee Concert. 


Alderman Perry died 
after a long illness on Sep¬ 
tember 16, last year. He 
served as Labour ward 
member for Great Bridge on 
Sandwell Council for more 
than 14 years and was pre¬ 
sented with the honorary 
title of Alderman in 2008. 

He was awarded an MBE 
in the 2010 New Year’s 
Honours list for his work to 
improve the lives of people 
in Great Bridge. 

Even when he retired 
from the council Mr Perry 
played an active part in the 
community. He was known 
for his work with the Tipton 
branch of the Royal British 
Legion and had been both 
secretary and chairman of 
the branch. 

The walkway was opened 
earlier last year following a 
£15,000 spruce-up thanks 
to a grant awarded by Fair 
Share Trust, administered 
through Birmingham and 
Black Country Community 
Foundation. Groundwork 
Black Country carried out 
the improvement work. 

Sandwell Mayor Coun¬ 
cillor Derek Rowley and 
Mayoress Glenis joined Mr 
Perry’s widow Irene at the 
official renaming ceremony. 

He said: “Fred worked 
tirelessly for his community 
both as a ward councillor 
and with the Royal British 
Legion. This is a fitting way 
to remember and honour 
him.” 

Mr Perry was a former 
Hill Top School pupil and 
served in Burma with the 
British Army’s Fifth Indian 
Division between 1943- 
1945. He spent his working 
life at Phoenix Steel Tube in 
the town.

FOR almost 100 years, the New Talbot pub 
has been a fixture in West Bromwich. 

But now the watering hole at Black Lake 
has been given a new look and will relaunch 
on October 11 with a new Indian-themed 
restaurant. 

And former West Bromwich Albion cen¬ 
tre forward, Bob Taylor, will preside over 
the grand reopening. 

All traces of the pub’s traditional func¬ 
tion room once used for wedding parties 
and funeral receptions have now gone and 
replaced with a sleek, modern interior, 
marking the most significant refit the pub 
has seen in its history. 

Owner and manager Ajai Chohan said: 
“We’ve completely gutted the bar area and 


added an open-plan kitchen, so people can 
see the chefs preparing and cooking the 
food. We’ve hired two top quality chefs, 
they’re the best around. 

“There’s a new floor, ceiling, furniture, 
it’s all completely new, from top to bottom, 
inside and out.” 

“The restaurant will serve mainly Indian 
food but there will be some English food 
with vegetarian and healthy eating options, 
and a kids’ menu,” said Mr Chohan, who 
has managed the pub for the past eight 
years. 

The project has taken 20 workers three 
months to complete with a budget of around 
£75,000. The pub is still open while the re¬ 
furbishment is taking place. 


Man grew 
cannabis 
to help 
with pain 

A 62-year-old man started 
growing cannabis to ease 
the pain he suffered from 
medical problems, a court 
heard. 

Police officers went to the 
Wednesbury home of Mi¬ 
chael Foley on an unrelated 
matter on July 9, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was 
told. 

But during a search of 
the property they found a 
tent containing 12 grow¬ 
ing cannabis plants which 
could have been worth up to 
£11,000 had they produced 
three crops in a year. 

Ms Emma Wynne-Owen, 
prosecuting, said it was 
accepted that Foley was 
cultivating the crop for his 
personal use. 

Mr Mukhtar Ubhi, de¬ 
fending, said Foley had suf¬ 
fered heart problems which 
had led to further complica¬ 
tions with his health. 

“He has been smoking 
cannabis to ease the pain 
and discomfort,” said Mr 
Ubhi. “It is the first time he 
has done anything like this 
and he is very sorry.” 

Foley of Crankhall Lane, 
Friar Park, admitted pro¬ 
ducing cannabis. He was 
given a conditional dis¬ 
charge for two years.

A planning application 
has been submitted for the 
new pedestrian and cycle 
bridges, which will form 
part of the £3.5 million re¬ 
development of the canals 
next to Rolfe Street. 

It is hoped the bridges will 
help bring in visitors when 
the development, which 
will feature new shops and 
a construction and training 
centre, is finished. 

The bridges will span the 
Old Mainline, New Mainline 
and Engine Arm sections of 
the Birmingham Canal. 

The application marks a 
new stage in that develop¬ 
ment, which it is hoped will 
be similar to Birmingham’s 
Custard Factory, as it is the 
first to be submitted as part 
of the refresh proposals. 

Councillor Steve Eling, 
in charge of finance at 
Sandwell Council, said: 
“It has been a long time in 
the making, and now the 
financial package has come 
together. It will be a trans¬ 
formation for the Rolfe 
Street area. 

“On the other side a hous¬ 
ing development is already 
under way, and to get the 
Rolfe Street side started 
will be fantastic.” It is ex¬ 
pected that a decision on the 
planning application will be 
made in November.

Town store hit as Phones 4U collapses 


SCORES of Phones 4u workers across 
the region have lost their jobs as admin¬ 
istrators for the collapsed retail chain an¬ 
nounced they were shutting 362 stores and 
axing 1,700 posts nationwide. 

Phones 4u branches are being closed at 
Merry Hill, the New Square shopping cen¬ 
tre at West Bromwich and across Stafford¬ 
shire. The county has already been hit by 
the loss of more than 600 head office and 
telesales jobs at the company’s Newcas¬ 
tle-under-Lyme headquarters. 

The closures have come despite mobile 
network operators EE and Vodafone snap¬ 


ping up 200 stores, saving 1,250 jobs. But 
administrators from PricewaterhouseCoop- 
ers (PwC) have said there is no chance of 
saving the rest of the business. 

Although 720 people are being kept on 
to help wind the business down a total of 
1,679 have now been made redundant with 
the final batch of store closures. 

Among those closing are the two branches 
at Merry Hill and others in Dudley High 
Street, New Square West Bromwich, Vicar 
Street in Kidderminster, Hagley Street 
in Halesowen, High Street in Bridgnorth, 
Bakers Lane in Lichfield, Victoria Shopping 


Park in Hednesford and in the Guildhall 
Shopping Centre in Stafford. 

Other stores are being closed in Birming¬ 
ham, Tamworth, Solihull, Shirley and Red- 
ditch. 

The death knell for the business came 
just after a week after Phones 4u went into 
administration after EE’s decision not to 
renew its supply contract. It effectively left 
the mobile phones retailer without a net¬ 
work. Phones 4u had an annual turnover of 
£1 billion, with more than 700 stores and a 
total of 5,596 employees. 

But the firm collapsed as EE and Voda¬ 


fone pulled out of long-standing deals to sell 
devices through the retailer. 

EE and Vodafone have both now cherry 
picked around 200 of Phones 4u’s stores, 
while Dixons Carphone has already said it 
will take on the 800 staff who worked at 160 
Phones 4u sites within Currys/PC World 
stores. 

Staffordshire entrepreneur John Cau- 
dwell, who lives near Eccleshall and set up 
the operation in the 1980s before selling it 
for £1.5 billion in 2006, called the behav¬ 
iour of the networks ‘’extremely callous, 
extremely ruthless”. 


Residents leap to the 
aid of car crash victims

Firm’s £1 Ok payout after forklift worker hurt

RESIDENTS living near the 
scenes of two horrific crashes 
have told how people leapt to the 
aid of the injured. 

Richie Nelson, aged 23, died when 
the car he was travelling in hit a tree 
in Thimblemill Road, Smethwick and 
three others were seriously injured at 
10.45pm on Saturday. 

In a second accident, a 27-year-old woman 
was left seriously injured and trapped in a 
red Audi A3 for over an hour after it col¬ 
lided with a silver Mercedes in Oldbury at 
lam on Sunday. 

A 29-year-old man who lives near the 
scene in Smethwick but who did not want to 
be named, was one of the first on the scene. 

He said: “All I heard was a massive bang 
just after 10.30pm. I came outside and the 
car was really badly smashed up, lying by 
the fence. I walked over, and a lady and a 
man were already there, and two others 
stopped their cars to get out. 

“The man and woman were with some¬ 
one on the floor, by the vehicle. 

“The car was literally smashed up, it’s 
something that you would see on the motor¬ 
way, literally disintegrated.” A 38-year-old 
NHS worker who lives near the scene said: 
“I just heard brakes and a bang, I looked 
outside then phoned the police..” 

The Oldbury accident happened in Wol¬ 
verhampton Road, outside Junction 2 Inte¬ 
riors opposite Titford Road. 

Four people in the second car were able 
to get clear before it caught fire, while the 
woman had to be cut out by firefighters. 

Ambulance spokeswoman Claire Brown 
said: “Two cars had been involved in a sig¬ 
nificant collision - the engine of one of the 
cars had ended up 50 metres away. 

“The driver of this car, a 27-year-old 
woman, was knocked out and had sustained 
a serious head injury and fractures to her 
leg and pelvis. After just over 60 minutes 
the woman was released from the badly 
damaged car. 

“The four occupants of the second car, 
four men, were walking wounded and had 
sustained less serious injuries ranging from 
ankle and abdominal injuries to facial lac¬ 
erations. 


A FIRM in Smethwick has been ordered to 
pay out almost £10,000 after a worker was 
left seriously injured when a forklift truck 
he was driving off a lorry fell from an un¬ 
loading ramp. 

Terence Jones suffered a fractured ver¬ 
tebra in his lower back when the ramp dis¬ 
connected from the lorry and the forklift 
truck fell 4ft to the ground with him inside. 

It happened at Linde Creighton Ltd, in 
Dartmouth Road, on October 21 last year. 
The 58-year-old died two months later from 
a heart attack, unrelated to the industrial 
incident. At Sandwell Magistrates’ Court 
yesterday, the company was fined £8,000 


after pleading guilty to failing to ensure 
the health and safety of Mr Jones. It was 
also ordered to pay £1,144 costs and a £800 
victim surcharge. Mrs Caroline Lane, pros¬ 
ecuting for the Health and Safety Execu¬ 
tive (HSE), said Mr Jones was reversing the 
truck onto a ramp at the back of the lorry 
when it fell to the ground. 

She said a manual on how to use the 
ramp instructed it should be raised to the 
back of a lorry while supported by a hydrau¬ 
lic pump and then connected to the rear of 
the vehicle with two safety chains. How¬ 
ever, when the ramp gave way under Mr 
Jones, only one chain was connected. Mrs 


Lane said an investigation had found the 
company had failed to enforce safety proce¬ 
dures for workers using the ramp and had 
not carried out regular risk assessments. 
She said: “The incident was entirely fore¬ 
seeable and preventable.” 

Bob Davies, representing the firm, said: 
“I am instructed to express the company’s 
sincere regret that this accident happened 
and that a valued, well-liked an highly re¬ 
garded employee was injured. The company 
accepts full responsibility of this incident.” 

Richard Brookes, chairman of the bench, 
said: “It is the view of the bench that this 
was an accident waiting to happen.”

FIRMS are queuing up to 
back the Ladder for the 
Black Country scheme to 
create new apprentice¬ 
ships after the campaign’s 
public launch. 

Scores of business leaders 
from across the region got their 
first taste of the scheme at the 
Black Country Chamber of 
Commerce’s annual exhibition 
at a packed Wolverhampton 
Racecourse. 

Backed by the Duke of York 
Prince Andrew, the Express & Star 
has teamed up with the Vine Trust, 
a charity that is already helping to 
get young people into work, to cre¬ 
ate new apprenticeships. 

Training provider Performance 
Through People (PTP), the Black 
Country Chamber of Commerce, 
and Ikea Wednesbury are also lead¬ 
ing partners. At the time of going 
to press there had been 107 appren¬ 
ticeship enquiries and 18 company 
enquiries. 

Response 

The newspaper itself has taken 
on five new apprentice journalists. 
Editor Keith Harrison said: “The 
Express & Star is proud to head up 
the Ladder for the Black Country, 
to drive home the message that ap¬ 
prenticeships work.” 

Campaign partner Kevin Davis, 
chief executive of the Vine Trust, 
gave an introductory speech at the 
launch, urging businesses to work 
together and get on board. Eighty 
apprenticeships have already been 
pledged by Accord Group, Walsall 
Housing Group, Ikea, and the Ex¬ 
press & Star. 

Ladder for the Black Country 
partner Gill Durkin, business de¬ 
velopment director for Performance 
Through People, said: “There has 
been an excellent response and we 
have had interest from organisa¬ 
tions who want to get involved in 
all sorts of ways. 

“We have had plenty of busi¬ 


nesses sign up - it has been a real 
success. Once we sit down and talk 
with some of the companies we will 
know how many overall the event 
has created. But the pledges we 
have already received is fantastic.” 

Margaret Corneby, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Black Country Chamber 
of Commerce, said: “Apprentice¬ 
ships have had their ups and downs, 
especially with employers, but I 
think there is an awful lot of good 
work and some very good success 
stories to inspire young people. 

“The Ladder for the Black Coun¬ 
try is not about all those companies 
that already have apprenticeships, 


it is about encouraging all those 
businesses that have never thought 
about them,” she added. “There are 
a lot of companies out there who 
think it is too much paperwork or 
time to take on an apprentice. 

“But what the Ladder for the 
Black Country has done has created 
a clearing centre - making it that 
much easier.” 

Ninder Johal, president of the 
Black Country Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and member of the Local En¬ 
terprise Partnership, said the Black 
Country needed to close a skills gap. 

The number of young people out 
of work in the Black Country is the 


highest in the country, with more 
than 8,000 18 to 24-year-olds in the 
dole queues each week. 

Official figures show youth unem¬ 
ployment in the Black Country is 
more than double the national av¬ 
erage, with Wolverhampton having 
the longest dole queues in England. 
Sandwell, Walsall and Dudley also 
all feature in the top 12 youth un¬ 
employment blackspots.

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Advice for 
tenants 
on safety 
at home 

A FIRE safety campaign has 
been launched to give advice 
to council tenants in a Black 
Country borough. Sandwell 
Council is joining forces 
with West Midlands Fire 
Service to raise fire safety 
awareness. It is aimed at 
tenants and leaseholders 
who live in the borough’s 
5,000 low-rise properties. 

A booklet called ‘Fire 
safety for your home” is 
being delivered to tenants. 
During the campaign, which 
runs until October 17, ten¬ 
ants will be able to raise fire 
safety-related concerns with 
Sandwell Council neigh¬ 
bourhood officers and fire 
service officers. 

There will also be drop-in 
sessions at community ven¬ 
ues and visits to blocks by 
firefighters. Deputy leader 
of Sandwell Council and 
cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhoods, Councillor Mah- 
boob Hussain, said: “As the 
borough’s largest landlord, 
we want to ensure that all 
our tenants and leasehold¬ 
ers who live in low-rise 
blocks are as safe as they 
can possibly be from the 
dangers of smoke and fire..” 

Neil Griffiths, West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service’s group 
commander for Black Coun¬ 
try South, said: “We’re here 
to make the West Midlands 
Safer, and are delighted to 
be working with Sandwell 
Council on another impor¬ 
tant safety initiative, which 
is another boost for our al¬ 
ready strong partnership.” 

Doors fault 
tram halted 

A FAULTY door led to one 
of Midland Metro’s new £40 
million fleet of trams being 
withdrawn from service. 

The Urbos 3 tram was 
pulled from duty yesterday 
when a set of electronic 
doors failed to open at the 
Wednesbury Parkway stop. 

The tram was immedi¬ 
ately removed from service 
and taken to the depot for 
repairs. 

Jack Kelly, spokesman for 
Midland Metro, said: “This 
is a minor teething problem. 
There are no major issues 
with the kit and we are con¬ 
fident the tram will be back 
in service in due course. 
When something new comes 
in there are always likely to 
be some issues during the 
early stages of service.” 

Service users reported 
delays of up to 20 minutes 
while the tram was taken 
out of service. 


Birmingham Council to shed 6,000 more jobs 


BIRMINGHAM City Council chiefs have 
warned of a ‘ticking time bomb’ under the 
authority as they revealed 6,000 jobs would 
be slashed. 

Union bosses have called the news ‘heart¬ 
breaking’. 

Council leader Sir Albert Bore said the 
number of staff will have to be cut from 
13,000 to around 7,000 by 2018 as the larg¬ 
est local authority in Britain continues to 
face swingeing cuts. 

This is despite the number having al¬ 
ready been reduced from around 20,000 
over the past few years. 

In a statement, Sir Albert said the num¬ 


ber of staff to be lost between 2010 and 
2018 would be double the workforce which 
lost their jobs at Longbridge in 2005. 

By 2018, he said the council will have 
made cuts of more than £800 million, with 
£200m having to be found over the coming 
year. 

He said: “I am taking the unusual step of 
making this statement ahead of the consul¬ 
tation on next year’s budget because I want 
the people of Birmingham to be in no doubt 
and under no illusion about the grave chal¬ 
lenges ahead. There is a ticking time bomb 
under this city council. 

“Over many years we have not given 


enough attention to how we manage staff 
reductions and plan the workforce we will 
need in the future. 

“If we don’t act now then the conse¬ 
quences will be catastrophic for the future 
functioning of this organisation.” 

He claimed that the core workforce at the 
council could be even smaller than 7,000, as 
some of those would be employed by other 
organisations. 

When cut, the workforce will be one third 
the size it was in 2010, and half its current 
level. This means the level of service cur¬ 
rently provided by the council is also set to 
be cut drastically. 


Sir Albert said: “Clearly we cannot con¬ 
tinue with anything like the range of activi¬ 
ties we have delivered in the past. 

“The simple fact is that we cannot do 
all that we have done in the past with two 
thirds, let alone one third of the staff. 

“So in future, when we as councillors re¬ 
ceive requests for action from the public, 
we must think of the reduced resources we 
have and the pressure that people are oper¬ 
ating under. 

Unite regional secretary for the West 
Midlands Gerard Coyne said: “This will be 
a crippling blow to the West Midlands re¬ 
gional economy.” 


Poorest in borough may 
be asked to pay up on tax 


THOUSANDS of poor people in Sandwell 
could be asked to pay up to £120 a year un¬ 
der plans to cut their council tax support. 

The 7,000 low-earning and unemployed residents 
in the borough do not currently pay council tax - 
but face being made to pay 10 per cent of the bill. 
Sandwell Council is considering the measure after 
the High Court ruled it could not withhold support 
from people who had lived in the borough for less 


than two years. 

Previously the council 
had imposed a residency test 
on anyone claiming council 
tax relief to avoid ‘benefits 
tourism’ as other boroughs 
made poorer people contrib¬ 
ute something. 

Leader Darren Cooper 
said the ruling will leave the 
council with a £1.6million 
shortfall and the authority 
now faced withdrawing the 
tax exemptions from next 
year or making cuts to the 
budget. 

A consultation will be 
launched with residents to 
find out which option they 
prefer. 

Protect 

Councillor Cooper said: 
“We decided only to offer 
a reduction in council tax 
to people who had continu¬ 
ously lived in Sandwell for 
two years - our only inten¬ 
tion was to protect our own 
residents from footing the 
bill for people who have re¬ 
cently moved into Sandwell. 

“We have decided not to 
appeal the decision of the 
High Court. 

“So we now have two op¬ 
tions. 

“Find the £1.6m short¬ 
fall - money that has got to 
come from somewhere, so 
that’s going to mean a cut 
to other services - or come 
up with a new arrangement 
where everyone, including 
the most vulnerable and 
poor people in the borough,

pays something towards 
their council tax bill.” 

He added: “The second 
option is going to mean 
around 7,000 residents who 
are currently exempt from 
paying council tax will have 
another bill to pay. 

“It would mean every¬ 
body, regardless of their 
circumstances and income, 
would have to pay at least 
10 per cent of their council 
tax bill - a minimum of be¬ 
tween £90 and £120 a year. 

“This is no easy decision 
to make either way.” 

The two-year residency 
requirement on anyone 
wanting reductions to their 
council tax bills was brought 
in by the council two years 
ago after the Government 
cut tax benefits. 

But the move was ruled 
illegal by a High Court 
judge, who said it was dis¬ 
criminatory to people who 
had recently moved into the 
borough. 

The council has since de¬ 
cided not to appeal. 

The council is already 
under financial strain and 
has to make £121m of cuts 
over the next two years. 

Last month it unveiled 
plans to close, downscale or 
move five libraries to save 
£700,000.

WHEN I drove past my old 
school last week, the one thing 
that struck me was how much it 
had changed. 

Not changed in the way that 
most places have in 30-odd 
years, but changed in the sense 
of its character, to an extent that 
it is now virtually unrecognisable. 

Like many schools, much of 
the playing fields have been 
built on, with huge new ex¬ 
tensions dwarfing the original 
buildings.But most noticeable of 
all is the steel collar of formida¬ 
ble-looking railings which now 
enclose the school grounds. 
About 7ft of dull, grey steel with 
sharp, menacing spikes.

Park life reborn as 
revamp completed

ADAM GRINSELL takes 
a look at how six years of 
work has come to fruition 
as Dartmouth Park reopens 

IT has been six years in the 
making and has cost £6.4 mil¬ 
lion. But on Saturday users 
and friends of Dartmouth Park, 
West Bromwich, were finally 
able to celebrate their new and 
improved open space. 

The park had its official opening 
at the beginning of the day with 
a ribbon cutting by the Mayor of 
Sandwell, Councillor Derek Rowley, 
before the fun and festivities began. 

The drizzly weather didn’t stop hardy 
supporters of the park enjoying stalls, 
rides, fairground games and bands. 

A dog show, falconry and BMX dis¬ 
plays and Punch and Judy were also 
among the free entertainment on offer. 

Earnest 

The park’s revamp was launched six 
years ago by Sandwell Council, which se¬ 
cured a £4 million Lottery grant with the 
help of a newly formed Friends of Dart¬ 
mouth Park Group. 

The council match-funded that 
amount with £2.4m of its own cash, and 
work began in earnest. 

Carol Hartill, secretary of the Friends 
group which now has more than 200 
members, said: “Before the work the 
pavilion was burnt down, the boathouse 
was burnt down, and the new Express¬ 
way had cut off the tennis courts and 
bowling green, so the park just went into 
decline. 

“It was very uninviting, a no-go area - 
I wouldn’t have come in here.” 

Since then the park has become a 
showpiece for the town once more, with a 
new pavilion, pools and play areas, and a 
sensory garden for the visually impaired. 


A replica fountain to match the origi¬ 
nal 1800s model was also created. 

A new fence and pillars were inserted 
around the perimeter of the park, as 
well as the Lower Pool, which has also 
had new benches. 

Among the other work, flowerbeds 
have been replanted, platforms have 
been installed around the Upper Pool, 
and the old bowling green area has been 
turned into a space for picnics. 

The war memorial has also been 
cleaned up, and in the summer the new 
£150,000 splash pad, featuring water 
jets, sprays and troughs, was opened by 
the Mayor. 

Mrs Hartill, who used the park as a 
child, said: “It’s wonderful, and it’s so 
exciting to be part of it. 

“It is a shame about the weather but 
we still had people coming - the car¬ 
ousel did very well because it’s dry on 
there.” 

Also in attendance for the official 


opening was ‘Blind Dave’ Heeley, who 
has a room in the new pavilion named 
after him, and Tom Farley, whose 
great-grandfather Reuben Farley wrote 
to the Fifth Earl of Dartmouth to re¬ 
quest that some of his land be offered 
up as a public park. 

It was from this letter that Dart¬ 
mouth Park was opened on June 3, 
1878, with an estimated 40,000 people 
through the gates on the first day. 

Accessed 

Other invited guests included visi¬ 
tors from Morley, near Leeds, which 
also has a Dartmouth Park thanks to 
the same Earl. 

The Friends group now hopes that 
the New Square shopping centre, 
opened last year, will also help bring 
visitors to the park, as it is easily ac¬ 
cessed from the shops. 

Graham Saunders, aged 70, from 


Birch Tree Gardens, Aldridge, was 
among the visitors on Saturday with his 
wife Chris, also 70. 

Mr Saunders lived near to the park 
as a boy, and is also a member of the 
Friends group. 

He said: “I think it’s great now, be¬ 
cause it had got very run down with a 
lot of vandalism. 

“When I was a child it was a pleasant 
place to come to, but it then got to the 
stage where it wasn’t. 

“The opening event has been great, 
but it’s a shame about the weather.” 

Mavis Anderton, from West Brom¬ 
wich, was also at the event with her 
family. She said: “We are born and bred 
West Bromwich so we know the park 
well, and it’s fantastic what they’ve 
done. We remember the park from when 
we were small, and it did go down, the 
park was dreadful, but it’s unbelievable 
now how they’ve built it up, it’s just a 
beautiful place.” 


WEEK IN 

POLITICS ^ 1 

THE fate of the United Kingdom 
rested last week in the hands of 
a population smaller than that of 
the West Midlands. 

It was right that it was just the 
Scots who decided on their na¬ 
tion’s future as part of a family 
or on its own. The question now 
turns to south of the border. 

In a late intervention to swing 
the vote in favour of No, the 
main party leaders promised 
Scotland the equivalent of Home 
Rule. Now it’s time to wonder 
about England. 

Public spending is £8,498 per 
head in the West Midlands, com¬ 
pared to £10,152 in Scotland. To 
put that in perspective, if the 
5,602,000 people in the West 
Midlands had the same spend¬ 
ing as Scotland they would get 
an extra £9,265,708,000 a year. 

That’s about 17 rebuilds of 
Birmingham’s New Street station 
paid for every 12 months. 

The West Midlands has 
proved that it is more than capa¬ 
ble of pulling itself up by its boot 
straps when the Government 
gives it the right tools. Take, for 
example, the JLR engine plant 
on the Wolverhampton/Staf¬ 
fordshire border. Councils joined 
forces and agreed to fund the 
£36.7 million slip road from the 
M54 motorway - a key sweeten¬ 
er in attracting JLR to the site - 
by using the business rates they 
will collect as a way to pay off 
the investment. 

But too much development 
has relied upon going cap-in¬ 
hand to Whitehall. And how 
many times have the hopes 
been dashed because govern¬ 
ments just would not release the 
cash? 

But with the Scots now about 
to receive more power it’s time 
we ask the question: What about 
us? 

Ian Austin is not an MP who 
is afraid to speak his mind, even 
if it does not necessarily fit the 
current party line. 

He has long been calling for 
a referendum on Britain’s mem¬ 
bership of the EU and thinks it 
should be held before the Gen¬ 
eral Election. He also thinks 
there should be tough action on 
illegal immigration. 

So far, so common sense. 
And with a key marginal con¬ 
stituency in Dudley North, Mr 
Austin knows that it won’t just 
be his core Labour supporters 
he needs to keep on side but the 
floating voters too. 

UKIP knows this as well. 
But Mr Austin’s opponent Bill 
Etheridge seems mightily miffed 
that the Labour MP is saying 
some of the same things that 
UKIP has.and thinks he ought to 
switch sides. 

Mr Austin, of course, dismiss¬ 
es the idea utterly. 

It’s perhaps not the best strat¬ 
egy by UKIP to draw attention 
to the fact that a Labour MP 
can and does support the same 
‘common sense’ arguments as it 
does, while also being a member 
of one of the biggest parties that 
could form either the Govern¬ 
ment or the main opposition.

Geese cull 
by council 
is backed 

HAVING just read online 
your report on the culling of 
Canada Geese in Sandwell, 
I felt it necessary to put pen 
to paper. 

Canada Geese have been 
major cause of environmen¬ 
tal concern for a number of 
years, not only in Sandwell; 
their fecundity being exac¬ 
erbated by gross overfeeding 
by well-meaning members 
of the public. 

Their droppings (up to 
two inches long) are pro¬ 
duced at an average rate 
of one every four minutes 
whilst feeding. They also ex¬ 
crete directly into the water 
whilst swimming. 

This combined with the 
increase of the brown rat 
population caused by lefto¬ 
ver food, constitutes a very 
real health hazard to the 
public. 

In addition, they tend to 
build their nests at the ac¬ 
cess points on the islands on 
which they nest, their often 
ferocious defence of these 
areas thereby excluding 
other indigenous wildlife 
from potential nest sites.

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Back-on-track rail book

A BOOK first published in 
the 1800s detailing a train 
journey through Stafford¬ 
shire and the Black Country 
has been updated and re-re- 
leased 

Wildfire Through Staffordshire 
was unveiled at Sandwell Park 
Farm in West Bromwich, and is 
based on another book written in 
1838. 

The earlier book, Osborne’s Guide 
to the Grand Junction Railway, de¬ 
tailed a man named Edward Cornelius 
Osborne’s train journey through the 
area.

It covers the first half of the jour¬ 
ney from Birmingham to Liverpool or 
Manchester along the country’s first 
trunk line, the Grand Junction rail¬ 
way, which was travelled first by the 
Wildfire. 

Journey 

Paul Leslie Line, author and man¬ 
aging director of Mapseeker Publish¬ 
ing, said: “We have taken the original 
book and updated it to make it easier 
to read and teach in schools. We have 
also added specially-designed maps 
and archived images, as well as poetry 
from Walsall poet Ian Henery. It really 
has been a labour of love.” 

The original Osborne’s Guide to 
the Grand Junction Railway became 
a tourist guide for those lucky enough 
to be able to take the journey, allow¬ 
ing passengers to find out more about 
what they could see from their car¬ 
riage window. The launch event also 
featured workshops for storytelling 
and music, supported by local per¬ 
formers including Billy Spakemon.

PATIENTS face using a tempo¬ 
rary health centre for up to an¬ 
other three years as their wait for 
a planned £9 million permanent 
facility continues. 

The NHS received consent from 
Sandwell Council to continue oper¬ 
ating The Spires Health Centre, in 
Victoria Street, Wednesbury for three 
years. 

The temporary centre was opened nine 
years ago as a stop-gap for patient services 
ahead of the building of the long-awaited 
scheme. 

Last month the NHS said it would not 
be until autumn when new plans will be 
unveiled for the project. In a report, plan¬ 
ning officer Anjan Dey told councillors that 
although the proposal was ‘not ideal’, it al¬ 
lowed the health body more time to secure 
a permanent site elsewhere. 

Wednesbury ward Councillor Peter 
Hughes, a patient at The Spires, said: “I 
am extremely concerned that the NHS is 
not pulling its finger out about this. There 
are patients having to use temporary facili¬ 
ties and no sign of a permanent base being 
opened despite earlier made promises. 

“The council has given the NHS a lifeline 
to find a new health centre by extending its 
consent to operate The Spires for three 
years. Let’s hope we see some action taken 
sooner rather than later.” 

The plan for a new health centre has 
been long in the pipeline and was originally 
dubbed the ‘2010 project’ because of the 
date it was due to be completed. A previous 
proposal for the health centre in High Bul- 
len was withdrawn by the NHS. 

Mailing Health closed in April, forcing 
around 2,500 patients to relocate, with 
many adding pressure to the temporary 
services at The Spires. This came after the 
NHS England decided not to extend the 
practice’s original five-year contract. 

A petition with more than 800 signatures 
calling for the surgery to remain open was 
delivered to Parliament in March this year, 
but that could not prevent its closure. 


Krt theft bid on camera

THIS is the moment an brazen art 
thief was caught on camera trying 
to shove a huge painting down his 
hoodie - before coolly walking out 
with it under his arm.

West Midlands Police have re¬ 
leased the CCTV footage of the at¬ 
tempted theft of the wall art, which 
commemorates The First World 
War, in a bid to identify the culprit. 

The attempted theft happened 
just before 5pm on August 17 in 
Castle Fine Art Gallery, Birming¬ 
ham.

be of interest to anyone who 
wants to find out how their 
community has developed.” 

The interviews collected 
so far include what it was 
like to move into the towers 
when they were first built. 

Kevin Aston, one of the 
interviewees, moved into 
the new Bolton Court flats 
in Tipton as a child. He said: 
“I was so chuffed about it

day, and I think I brought 
three of my school teach¬ 
ers home to show them the 
flats, much to my mum’s 
surprise.” 

Also covered is the deteri¬ 
oration and eventual demo¬ 
lition of some of the blocks. 

Paul Quigley, Project 
Researcher, said: “Many of 
the tower blocks have been 
pulled down, but it’s im¬ 
portant that we don’t lose 
first hand experiences of 
what it’s been like to live in 
them.”

City Snobs get ready 
to change premises 


THE finishing touches are 
being put to the new home 
of one of the world’s long¬ 
est-running clubs. 

Snobs, which has been at its cur¬ 
rent location in Paradise Circus, 
Birmingham for 41 years, hosted 
its final hurrah on Sunday night 
ahead of the move into new £1.5 
million premises on Hurst Street. 

This week workmen are scurrying 
around the inside of the former Vudu 
building, wiring, painting and con¬ 
structing the final pieces ahead of its 
grand opening on Wednesday. 

Plasterer Paschal Morrissey, aged 
41 and from Solihull, has had the un¬ 
enviable task of creating 460 of the 
famous faces that line the stairs of the 
current venue, in the new home. 

He said: “For me this isn’t just 
about the work, it’s nice to be a part 
of Snobs.

“I had a misspent youth in Snobs so 
it’s good to think I’m having a hand in 
creating the new venue.” 

The wall of famous faces will be the 
first thing encountered by visitors to 
the new venue, as they line a lift shaft 
which rises through the club. 

Instead of two rooms, there will now 
be four areas that can be used to ac¬ 
commodate a larger crowd. A seated 
area will allow customers to enjoy 
food. A small bar, adjacent to the large 
main room, will be open seven days a 
week including daytimes, and can be 
combined with the larger space with 
the removal of shutters for the more 
popular nights. 

In the main room, a familiar sunken 
dance floor and mirrored pillars will be 
a comfort to those eager to hold on to 
the memories of the soon-to-be former 
venue. There will also be two separate 
rooms, including a window-lined bar 
that gives views out onto the busy

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Pc Colin bearing up with his

HE juggles his day-job as a po¬ 
lice officer on the streets of the 
West Midlands with life as a part- 
time author. 

And now 50-year-old Pc Colin Evans 
has penned a children’s book to help 
raise money for the charity Acorns 
Children’s Hospice. 

His writing has been a hobby for the past 
twelve years but became more serious after 
taking a creative writing diploma back in 
2009. 

Reginald Growl: Bodyguard Bear is 
the latest piece of fiction from Colin, who 
spends most of his time as an investigation 
officer based at Stechford police station in 
Birmingham. But his first work, published 
earlier this year, was a far cry from life on 
the thin blue line and was aimed at a more 
grown-up audience. 

Whimsical Passions was a partly-bio- 
graphical and self-deprecating novel based 
on his own personal experiences of life in 
the 1970s and the twists and turns of a tur¬ 
bulent marriage. It became an eight part 
series, which Colin decided to self-publish 
online.

He then set about typing up, illustrating 
and marketing his first piece of children’s 
fiction, inspired by his own grandchildren 
Riley and Lexi. 

At the same time, Whimsical Passions 
began attracting buyers on the internet 
and there was one potential reader whose 
interest peaked when she noticed the name 
of the author. 

“I had a message one day on Facebook,” 
said Colin. “It was from my childhood 
sweetheart Gail who’d searched for me 
after recognising me from the book. We 
met up again; I hadn’t seen her since we 
were teenagers and now we’re engaged. The 
wedding’s in November.” 

It was after meeting his fiancee - and his 
mother-in-law-to-be - that Colin got the 
idea to use his first ever children’s book to 
raise money for charity. “When I met Gail’s 
family, I found out that her mum works for 
Acorns Children’s Hospice and I thought it 
was a good cause so I decided I could put the 
two together.

Gynaecological cancer 
specialist is on the case 


NHS HEROES 


ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds, doing a wide vari¬ 
ety of jobs. 

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust is one 
of the Black Country’s largest 
NHS organisations. 

It employs 7,500 people, many 
of whom live locally. 

Last year, the trust provides 
care from 150 locations. 

This week we highlight: 

DAVID LUESLEY, Professor of 
gynaecological oncology 



THE consultant team of gy¬ 
naecological oncologists at 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals (SWBH) NHS 
Trust cares for women with 
various gynaecological can¬ 
cers. 

Professor David Luesley who 
works on the team also has an 
interest in pre-cancerous condi¬ 
tions and runs clinics specifically 
designed to address this area of 
women’s healthcare. 

David, who lives in Moseley, first 
took an interest in medicine on the 
advice of his careers master at school 
who felt he had ability in biology. After 
graduating, he had planned on doing 
an attachment with Voluntary Service 
Overseas but they suggested he get 
some obstetric experience first. 

This is how he came to be intro¬ 
duced to the area of obstetrics and 
gynaecology. During postgraduate 
training, David had the opportunity to 
take up a Cancer Research Campaign 
fellowship and he hasn’t looked back 
since. 

It was during this fellowship that he 
believes he achieved his career high¬ 
light to date. He said, “As part of the 
three year fellowship, our team com¬ 
pleted the first randomised surgical 
trial in ovarian cancer in the UK. 

“The fellowship revealed the chal¬ 
lenges of academia and I don’t regret 
for one minute having chosen an ac¬ 
ademic career. Gaining my personal 
chair in gynaecological oncology prob¬ 
ably represents the next career high¬ 
light after that.” 

On a day-to-day basis, David works 
in a large team of health care profes¬ 
sionals and admin and support staff. 

He adds: “They are all here to make 
a genuine difference and make life 
better for our patients. We all depend 
on each other. Although I have retired 


from my university post, I am still ‘re¬ 
search active’ and am involved in the 
design and launch of clinical trials in 
vulval diseases.” 

Working in oncology can be emotion¬ 
ally very difficult and is time-critical. 
But David is under no illusion about 
what drives him on. He continues: “I 
am continually motivated by seeing 
patients and their families having as 
positive an experience as possible on 
the part of the journey that I and our 
team are responsible for.” 

Over the years, David can recall 
many memorable occasions at work 
but a few in particular stand out. 
“Both of my daughters were delivered 
here at City Hospital. Being present 
at both deliveries as a dad first, and 
physician second were certainly days 
to remember. The half day paternity 
leave was pretty good too! 

“From a more clinical perspective, 
launching the cancer centre here at 
City was very memorable and to have 


seen it develop into one of the best in 
the UK is very satisfying as well,” he 
said. 

Both of David’s daughters are now 
teenagers, with the oldest about to 
head off to medical school herself. 

In his free time, he and wife Ga- 
brielle enjoy pottering in the garden, 
walking their three dogs in the coun¬ 
try and sharing a love of Italian food 
which David admits may not always 
work out as planned when he prepares 
it at home. 

With his children both hying the 
nest in the near future, David’s next 
big challenge is planning for his retire¬ 
ment, but he’s already found his ideal 
hideaway. A rural retreat hidden away 
in the Wye Valley is where he would go 
to get away from it all. 

He concluded: “I’ve truly enjoyed 
meeting people from a huge spectrum 
of society and the privilege I, as a doc¬ 
tor, have in their letting me look after 
them.”

Billie Spakemon 
Newhampton Folk Club 

THE autumn season of the 
Newhampton Folk Club 
kicked off with two very 
different acts sharing the 
bill upstairs in the Ne¬ 
whampton Inn, Whitmore 
Reans. 

Billie Spakemon, a story¬ 
teller and singer from Old¬ 
bury, is passionate about 
the Black Country dialect 

— so much so he has a PhD 
in it and speaks at interna¬ 
tional conferences. 

When you get someone 
such as Spakemon who is 
proud of the local tongue, 
it takes on a new life and 
a kind of magic happens 
where you reconnect to 
terms such ‘jed’, meaning 
dead, and ‘fittle’, food. His 
stories and songs covered 
murder, wife selling, love, 
courtship and parenthood. 

In contrast was Ian Pit¬ 
taway who specialises in 
mediaeval and renaissance 
music which he plays on 
two beautifully crafted 
lutes. The music he ex¬ 
pertly plays are as authen¬ 
tic as you can get without 
a time machine to take you 
back to the 16th century. 

His gentle and precise 
skill on the instruments 

— he plays guitar too — is 
impressive to watch. The 
sound he produces is the 
sort of music which the 
likes of Shakespeare would 
have listened to. 

Both performances were 
unplugged which meant 
they were fighting against 
the sound of the Oxjam fes¬ 
tival going on downstairs 
in the pub, and while it 
didn’t spoil the show, the 
loud music was intrusive.

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Versatility 
is name of 
the game 
in Golf SV

In the past 40 years the Golf has firmly es¬ 
tablished itself as Volkswagen’s best-seller, 
and indeed it’s one of the world’s top-selling 
cars, too. 

So you might think VW is entitled to rest on its lau¬ 
rels and see the customers’ cash come rolling in. Not 
so. 

This summer has seen the launch of an all-new model, 
with clear Golf DNA but bigger and arguably the most versa¬ 
tile, family-orientated example of the marque yet. 

Dubbed the Golf SV (for Sportsvan in mainland Europe) it 
is essentially a ‘compact’ MPV and replaces the Golf Plus, 
which was itself larger than the standard hatchback. 

It’s called ‘compact’ principally because it’s designed to 
seat five rather than seven. But it is significantly longer, wider 
and taller than the Golf hatchback. 

At prices from £18,875, it comes with a range of the most 
fuel and tax efficient engines in its class, adding to the ap¬ 
peal for family motorists and business users alike. 

When it comes to versatility and passenger comfort, the 
three rear seats slide easily backwards and forwards by 
more than seven inches, creating the sort of leg room you’d 
normally expect only in a limousine. 

And, on all but the basic model, you can fold down a cen¬ 
tral arm rest with two cupholders to give rear passengers a 
taste of luxury travel. 

Move the seats fully forward and there is still plenty of 
legroom, but you increase the boot space from 500 litres 
to 590 litres. 

Naturally there’s an individual split/fold facility for each of 
the rear seats and with all three folded you have a full 1,520 
litres of cargo space. The front passenger seat also folds to 
create a flat load floor more than eight-feet long. 

It makes the SV a serious contender in terms of practical¬ 
ity and comfort for either the family (particularly a growing 
one) and the business user. 

Wider opening doors, a slightly higher roofline and no¬ 
ticeably higher seats compared to the standard Golf make it 
easier to get in and out of, too. 

VW expects the biggest seller to be the one powered by 
its HOPS, 1.6-litre turbo diesel which, according to official 
figures, can average an impressive 72.4mpg. Many motor¬ 
ists would be happy with a figure like that for a small hatch¬ 
back, let alone a big family car. 

Cheap 

That translates into a low C02 emissions rating of 101 g/ 
km, which means cheap road tax (Band B) and company 
car tax, and with a group 13E rating insurance it shouldn’t 
break the bank for most drivers. 

It’s no slouch, with a 0 to 62mph time of 11.3 seconds, 
but with maximum pulling power from just 1,500rpm it’s a 
quiet and relaxing car to drive either around town or on the 
motorway. 

As usual, it costs more to buy than the petrol engine ver¬ 
sions (from £21,650). You can save a grand if you opt for the 
lower powered, 90PS version but you do lose a bit of oomph 
with little if any savings in running costs. 

Top of the diesel range is a 2.0-litre TDi, while the petrol 
options include 1.2 and 1.4 litre versions of VW’s much ac¬ 
claimed turbocharged units, with power ratings from 85 to 
125Ps. 

They’re cheaper to buy, and in the case of the higher rat¬ 
ed versions quicker off the mark than the diesels but don’t 
expect to achieve the same economy figures. Having said 
that, many lower mileage motorists would be happy with an 
average 52 to 55mpg, particularly as you save anything up 
to 10p per litre at the pumps. 

There’s already a GT in the line-up, a sporty number with 
a mere 1,400cc power plant. But it isn’t an ordinary 1.4, it’s 
a TSI, or turbo charged petrol engine designed to be eco¬ 
nomical while cruising but with a surprising amount of grunt 
for overtaking acceleration. 

Its vital statistics are impressive enough: 0 to 62mph in 
8.8 seconds, a top speed of 132mph and average fuel con¬ 
sumption of more than 50mpg. 

The petrol GT isn’t the most expensive SV, either (that’s 
the 150PS diesel-powered option at £26,815). It has special 
levels of equipment as befits its image and a C02 figure of 
130g/km, putting it in VED band D. The insurance rating is 
18E. 

From the driver and front passenger’s point of view, the 
SV is pure Golf, with equipment levels dependent on wheth¬ 
er you go for the S, Bluemotion, SE or GT trim. 

The launch of the SV should significantly broaden the ap¬ 
peal of the legendary Golf, with a range of efficient engines 
to suit most tastes and budgets and keep running costs in 
check. 

It’s as good to drive as the standard Golf Hatchback, but 
with extra space and practicality, too.

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Bike ideal for commuting

In these days of rising fuel costs 
and fares, there will be many 
who are looking to save money 
on commuting costs. 

Cars are becoming almost incredi¬ 
bly economical, but even with a pet¬ 
rol-electric hybrid you wouldn’t get an¬ 
ywhere near the 160mpg that’s been 
bringing a smile to my face. That smile 
is thanks to Honda’s latest CB125, a 
bike whose current sales success is 
down to far more than the need for 
17-year-olds (or older CBT students) 
to get on a legal training bike. 

Its good looks, light and agile nature 
but above all its impressive fuel economy 
mean it’s much appreciated by commut¬ 
ers, too. At £2,699 it costs less than some 
top of the line mountain bikes, and with its 
economy and low insurance rates if you 
wanted something cheaper to run you’d 
probably need to pedal it. 

The CB125 is powered by an air-cooled, 
single cylinder, four stroke motor with a 
little over llbhp on tap, around average 
for this class of bike. It features a small 
tinted windscreen and sporty-looking half 
cowl which serve an aerodynamic role, as 
well as deflecting some of the wind blast 
at higher speeds. There’s a trendy, colour¬ 
ed-coded belly pan, too. 

The seat height is relatively low, with 
raised bars to give most a comfortable, 
upright position, yet the bike is also tall 
enough that even taller riders find their legs 
are in a natural, relaxed position. 

Work it up through the five gears and 
the 125 sprints up to around 40mph in 
spritely fashion which makes it easy to go 


with the flow in town traffic, and on a dual 
carriageway the test bike topped out at an 
indicated 60mph so you don’t have to feel 
intimidated by impatient four wheelers of 
various kinds. 

At higher speeds the little engine, of ne¬ 
cessity, runs at high revs (in the 7,000 to 
8,000rpm bracket) but this is Honda engi¬ 
neering and no-one has more experience 
in this field, so the lack of vibration and rel¬ 
atively low noise levels are very welcome. 
In fact on the open road the wind noise 
in my helmet was more of an issue - ear 
plugs temporarily abandoned for the test 
run. 

Computer-controlled fuel injection 
means easy starting (there’s an electric 
starter motor) and aids economy, although 
naturally reaching that claimed 160mpg 
maximum will largely depend on how you 
ride it. But with a 13 litre tank, though, the 
petrol station is one place you won’t have 
to visit too often. 

The CBF’s seat allows plenty of room 
for a pillion passenger, but like any 125 
this would, of course, impact on the per¬ 
formance. 

The little bike has credible, big bike 
good looks but is tuned for frugal use of 
fuel more than sporty performance. What 
is clear is that Honda’s engineers didn’t 
cut any corners in basing the 125 on a very 
competent chassis which would, I’m sure, 
easily handle a lot more power. 

Stiff and very light, it gives the machine 
a particularly nimble feel, so well balanced 
that even at low speeds it feels no heav¬ 
ier than a pushbike and needs negligible 
physical effort. 

It’s just the sort of bike to inspire con¬ 
fidence in novice riders and for the more 
experienced to nip through crawling traffic. 

The telescopic front forks and pair of

sprung dampers at the rear provide a 
comfortable ride and, in combination with 
the 17-inch wheels, accurate steering even 
over some of our well patched town roads. 

The brakes consist of a single 240mm 
disc at the front and a drum at the rear, 
plenty to provide competent stopping on a 
bike weighing in at just 128kgs. 

The compact instrument panel includes 
a speedo, rev counter and fuel gauge, with 
the usual array of warning lights. 

On the custom accessories list there’s 
a larger screen, plus two top boxes - the 
larger one of 35 litres big enough not only 


for a helmet but also for your working 
clothes if you’re commuting, or to bring 
home the bacon and so on if you’re off to 
the shops and don’t want the trouble of 
finding a parking space for the car. 

A 125 won’t be every biker’s cup of tea, 
but what the CBF lacks in power it makes 
up for in its lightness and agility. While it 
has an obvious appeal to newcomers to 
two wheels, its good looks and good man¬ 
ners combined with low running costs will 
make it a useful alternative to consider for 
those fed up with stop-start driving on the 
crawl to work.

FORMER Brummies’ 
star Nico Covatti came 
within a whisker of a spot 
in the 2015 Grand Prix 
series following a spec¬ 
tacular display in the GP 
Challenge in Lonigo.

Irvine still impressed by Morrison ability 


ALAN IRVINE has long admired James 
Morrison from afar. And the Albion boss 
has been equally impressed having finally 
got the chance to work with the midfield 
man. 

Morrison is back to full fitness and at¬ 
tempting to get his Baggies career back on 
track after a difficult 18 months that fol¬ 
lowed a previously impressive five years at 
The Hawthorns. But Irvine insists he has 
had no need to question Morrison about his 
dip in form last season. 

“What I’ve seen is a talented footballer 
- which I knew from outside - and some¬ 
one who has trained hard to get back into

contention,” said Irvine. “He looks a good 
player day in, day out in training.” 

That was no more than Irvine expected, 
having worked in the north east when 
a young Morrison emerged from Mid¬ 
dlesbrough’s academy. 

The Scotland international moved to The 
Hawthorns in 2007 and his career took an 
upward curve until niggling injuries and 
the arrival of Stephane Sessegnon in his 
favoured attacking midfield role triggered 


the most difficult period of his career. His 
form suffered last season amid turmoil be¬ 
hind the scenes and this season he was diag¬ 
nosed with a hernia shortly before the start 
of pre-season training, meaning an unfor¬ 
tunately timed operation left him playing 
catch-up. 

Irvine said: “He’s an important player for 
us and we could have done with him being 
with us for pre-season. Unfortunately he 
had an operation just before pre-season 
started and sadly it’s taken him an awful 
lot longer to get back than was anticipated. 

“It’s a big disappointment because we 
could do with all our best players being 


fit and available. Clearly, when you miss a 
pre-season, it becomes difficult to catch up. 

“James playing 90 minutes for Scotland 
against Germany recently was what he 
needed. I’ve known him since he was a kid 
at Boro. I always thought he was talented 
then. I remember him and Chris Brunt 
playing there when I was at Newcastle. 

“They are very talented and, unfortu¬ 
nately for both, but more so James because 
he took longer to get over his operation, 
they had surgery the week before pre-sea- 
son. 

“He’s done very well to get his fitness lev¬ 
els up to where they are.” 


Baggies now ready 


When he dusted him¬ 
self down from an open¬ 
ing bend fall to repeat 
the trick in his very next 
ride, Covatti was left with 
a real chance of qualifi¬ 
cation entering his final 
ride. 

Jason Doyle and Chris 
Harris quickly booked 
their place in the all-im¬ 
portant top three - al¬ 
though when they were 
joined by Zagar, who is 
on course for a top-eight 
finish in the 2014 World 
Championship, the battle 
for fourth place became 
crucial.
